Light Will fie Blotted Out 


by Moon From Most of 


the Unitedtote*. 


, 
New Haven. Conn.—For a few mln- 


I ntes on the morning of January 24 


next the moon will Cet between the 
earth and the sun and cut off all the 
light we get from that body. This 
eclipse win be visible In the United 
States, nnd It doubtless will be seen by 
more persona than have seen such an 
occurrence In the past, according to 
Prof. H. W. Brown of Tale university. 


An eclipse Is not a rare event; one 


or two occur every year, but tuls one , 
la notable for the fact that It occurs ' 
In a territory from wblcli the light of 
< 


the sun has not been wholly obscured 
by the moon within the memory of any 
one living. 


"If we look over the records of past 


eclipses," Professor Bro«n snld, "and 
the predictions for future eclipses we 
•oon tee that In any one place there 
will be a total eclipse of the sun only 
once In every few hundred years. The 
coming eclipse will produce darkness 
over a narrow band of territory which 
stretches from a point somewhat west 
of Duluth and, after crossing northern 
Michigan and Wisconsin, Is seen In 
Connecticut and then passes out to 
«ea. The hour of the phenomenon Is 
between 1> and 9:30. eastern standard 
time." 


There was an eclipse In 1919, visible 


In Brazil and central West Africa, and 
another last September seen by the 
people of California and northern'Mex- 
ico.

to Lack of Proper Care 


Vegetables and fruits give up their 


water when ciposed to dry heat, nnd 
in moist heat they decay, writes Helen 
Harrington Downing, on "Saving at 
Home." Heat, food nnd moisture are 
Ideal living conditions for the org.-in- 
itms which cause decay. Sanitary con- 
ditions and proper temperature pre- 
vent spoilage. 


On the grocer's shelf certain foods 


spoil because tbe package Is not air- 
tight. The air and moisture penetrate 
th« package and attack the contents, 
the food rapidly deteriorates. Fruits 
develop molds; cereals' and flour ac- 
quire weevils; coffee and tea lose 
strength; sngar and salt become lumpy 


The greatest loss from spoilage In 


the store comes from perishable and 
bulk foods. 
Th« package foods. If 


properly sealed, only need to be stored 
In a moderate temperature to Insure 
"keeping." but the bulk food is ex- 
posed to the air, damp, dust, human 
hands, and often such pests aa mict 
«nd cockroaches, a? well. 


In the home spoilage Is due In • 


taffe measure to lack of proper care 
•f the food products which are dellv- 
ered In good condition. 


Quality canned foods stored In a 


cool room will, of course, keep in- 
definitely. Always empty contents of 
the can as soon as you open it. Empty 
Into glass or china dish or granite 
•anoe pan as soon as you open Ir. The 
Action of the air on food improves the 
flavor. 


Butter, milk and salad vegetables 


•hnuid be pot Into ihe rcfrigprntor im- 
mediately; exposure to h-nt nn-l mois- 
ture causes rapid deterioration of such 
products.
